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This is an anti-repeating and abso- 
lutely secret ballot. For six years all 
polygamists have been di i 
and to-day no man can hold office or 
vote unless he subscribes to an oath 
pledging his obedience to the laws. 

If there is anything anti-republican 
in the form of government existing in 
Utah, it has been established by the 
national power and not by the Mor- 
mon Church. The people have no 
voice in the appointment of the offi- 
cials imposed upon them the 
federal authority, nor in the election 
of the President and Senate of the 
United States who make the appoint- 


In ment. The governor has the power 


of absolute veto over the acts of 
the elected legislative assembly, and 
neither a two-thirds nor a unanimous 
vote of that body is equal to this ar- 
bitrary one-man power. But these 
unrepublican features of the local 
— are not of Church origin;

colonial system which still disfigure 
the face of our fair republic. 

The Mormon Church itself is one of 
the most democratic ecclesiastical or- 
ganizations on earth. It has not an 
officer, from the president down to

Captain Dutton’s ideas of the power 
of a Mormon Bishop are as mistaken 
as his assertion that the bishop is 
appointed without the knowledge or 
consent of the people whose affairs he 
is to administer.” It is not true that 
he “controls the occupancy of the 
land” or “fixes the allowance of 
water.” He has nothing whatever to 
do with either. Both are regulated 
by civil law. Land in Utah is ac- 
quired and held by each individual 
owner, as elsewhere. A much larger 
— of the inhabitants own the 
ouses they dwell in and the land 
they till than in any other part of the 
world, and none of it is held in com- 
mon. The title is vested in the pur- 
chaser, and may be legally transferred 
at will. The bishop is not, as Captain 
Dutton informs the public, “the chief 
functionary.” He is a subordinate

A HUGE BLOT UPON CHRISTENDOM. 
—0 


Ir has been said frequently, in effect, 
by sceptics that rum and religion go 
together with the spread of Christian 
civilization. It is certain that wher- 
ever the white race obtain an entrance 
into the dark domains of the earth, 
the vices of civilization are planted as 
well as the seeds of sectarianism. 
Fire-water was offered to the Indian 
tribes of this continent simultaneously 
with the creeds of the churches. And 
while a few of the dusky sons of the 
forest have been won to the faith of 
the pure Nazarene, multifudes have 
gone down to d tion and des- 
truction through the debasing influ- 
ence of intemperance and other evils 
introduced by the superior race.” 
Attention has been drawn to this 
— sin and shame by the free intro- 
uction of intoxicants into Congo. 
An attempt was made by a number of 
the Powers in 1884-5 to prevent this 
evil. A congress was then held in 
Berlin for the purpose. Unfortunately 
it proved a failure. Since then stron 
drink has poured into the State o 
Congo in steady streams from many 
quarters. All the leading Christian 
nations contribute to these channels of 
death. 8 and Holland were 
the two chief defeaters of the prohibi- 
tion movement at Berlin. But now 
the evil traffic is free, the United 
States, Italy, France, Bel- 
gium, and the rest of the commercial 


countries compete for the trade, and 
king alcohol seems to be holding high 
carnival on the Congo. 

Germany stands first on the list of 
the debauchers of the blacks on the 
coast of Africa. In 1886 she sent there 
7,000,000 gallons of spirits. Holland 
sent 1,000,000 gallons. The United 
States, in 1885, poured 921,412 gal- 
lons, and pious Boston—the centre of 
Christian culture, the hub of advanced 
civilization—as an accompaniment to 
the Bibles and prayer-books in the 
hands of its missionaries, sent 733,000 
gallons in a cargo. Altogether about 
10,000,000 gallons annually form the 
libation of nineteenth century Chris- 
tendom upon the shrine of Bacchus in 
the Free States of Co 

The general demoralization which 
has followed this business may be 
easily imagined. It is described as 
terrible in the extreme. The blacks 
crave the fiery liquid as soon as they 
become familiar with the taste of it. 
The chiefs are becoming drunkards, 
and their example is followed by the 
people. They refuse the formerly- 
coveted articles taken in exchange for 
their ivory, palm oil and other 
ducts, and clamor for liquor in p 
of cotton other manufac- 
tures carried there by white mer- 
chants.

It might be well to ask this writer how he comes into possession of his 
information ( relative to “no honest man with any claims to i 
having ever been converted to “this religion of licensed carnality.” From 
the whole tenor of his article it seems that the first time he ever attended 
a meeting of the Saints was the other Sunday in Whitechapel, and then he 
must have taken a hasty glance through some anti-Mormon publication, and 
lo, he is prepared to enlighten the world on the faith and character of the 
Latter-day Saints !

Yet, without ever having visited this community or come in contact with 
more than two score of them, he tells us that among all these people who 
have received the Gospel, through the teaching of Joseph Smith and other 
servants of God in this dispensation, there is no honest men with any claims 
to intelligence! Oh, most lame and impotent conclusion—and hasty withal. 

As to intelligence, the writer would admit its existence in the community, 
and leaders perhaps, since to conduct such an exodus of people from the 
Eastern States to the desert wilderness of the Rocky Mountains, and then 
contend with the unpropitious elements and wring from scanty resources a 
livelihood for such a community, ultimately resulting in the establishment of 
a prosperous commonwealth, and that, too, under circumstances at times the 
most discouraging—starvation leering at them from within and their enemies 
mocking them from without—all this requires intelligence, and that, too, 
of no common order. And not only does it require intelligence, but it 
requires honesty as well. Fraud and deceit may be good horses for a short 
race, but they lack bottom. For more than half a century the leaders of the 
Latter-day Saints have possessed the esteem, confidence, and love of the 
whole body religious. Had they been dishonest, self-serving, or mendacious 
impostors, they could not for so long a time have held the hearts of the 
people.

From this it appears that not only do the facts connected with the circum- 
stances surrounding the Saints contradict the unwarranted and gratuitous 
condemnation of a whole community, but the testimony of a gentleman of 
universal intelligence and acuteness of judgment contradicts it. And the 
testimony of many such might be cited to the same effect. 


Then, as to “licensed carnality,” this very writer in a previous paragraph 


in which the expression occurs, says: — Their general teachings with refer- 
ence to the treatment of women are reasonable and commendable. ‘Woman 
should be as free and as capable of enjoying the liberties and virtues of life 
and society as man. She should not be weighted by any of the clogs that 
women so frequently are oppressed with.“ Then, again, we would inform 
this London writer that a licentious people are not the ones to go out into 
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the wilderness and create a state—the results of whose labors are so admirable 
that even he asserts them to be “one of the marvels of modern times.” 
The character he gives the people and then the conclusions he, by some 
unknown process of reasoning, at last arrives er er r 
with each other. 


As to faith and doctrines of the Saints being “unintelligible rubbish,” 
why, we suppose that the Gospel of Christ was so considered by the 
learned Greeks anciently. At least Paul says :— 


The Jews require a sign, and the Greeks. seek wisdom; but we 
Christ crucifi a the Jews a stumbling and unto the 
foolishness (1 Cor. i, 22, 23). 


To prove that the faith of the Saints is “ unintelligible rubbish” this writer 
instances “the belief that by faith and obedience any man may arise into 
a deity and acquire the power to make, people, and rule a world for- 
ever.” Now, it is written that “eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of man, the things that God 
for them that love Him.” This being true, how comes it that this critic 
of the faith of the Saints styles as “rubbish” the idea that by faith and 
obedience the sons of God—for so those who receive the word of God and 
are led by His Spirit are called (Rom. viii, 14)—may ultimately attain to 
some of the creative and Governing powers possessed by the Father ! 

“The Spirit itself,” saith Paul, “ beareth witness to our spirit that we are 
the children of God ; and if children, then heirs, and joint heirs with Christ ; 
if so be that we suffer with Him, that we may be also glorified together” 
(Rom. viii, 16, 17). Heirs to what? Why, heirs to the powers, dominions, 
and glories possessed by the Father and the Son. 


Jesus prayed the Father that His apostles and those who should believe on 
their testimony, might be one, even as He and His Father were one. “ And 
the glory,” said He, which Thou gavest me I have given them; that they 
may be one, even as we are one” (John xvii, 22). “ Beloved,” writes John to 
the Saints, “now are we the Sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be, but we know that when He shall appear we shall be like Him, 
for we shall see Him as He is (1 John iii, 2). If there is any meaning in 
those Scriptures at all, if the resurrection is no myth but a grand reality, 
then men will become one with the Father and the Son: that is, they will 
become like them, for upon no other principle can they become one. As we 
have seen, the children of God are heirs to God and joint heirs with Jesus 
Christ, that is, heirs to the powers and glories as well as to every other kind ; 
and they will participate with Them in the government of the universe.

Presipent John Quigley sends us the minutes of a very interesting Dis- 
trict meeting of the Leeds Conference, held in St. Peters Assembly Rooms, 
on Sunday, August 26, 1888, being the conclusion of a series of six meetings, 
held on two preceeding Sundays, in the same building.

In a letter received from 
President Quigley, we regret to learn that some who had been favored of 
God, in dreams and correct understanding of the principles of righteousness, 
and were led into the waters of baptism, had lacked the moral courage to 
carry the cross of Christ. They have returned to the beggarly elements of 
the world, being fearfuliof man and the finger of scorn. We are sorry they 
did not continue in the love of God, and failed to manifest sufficient strength 
of character to serve Him.

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FACTS AND EVENTS. 

One of the largest growers of hops near Sittingbourne, has decided not to pick his 
crop, mould and vermin having rendered the hops utterly worthless. 

It is stated that a new Italian expedition of 25,000 men will be sent against Abyssinia 
next November. Rifles and large guns are meantime being got ready for despatch to 
Massowah. 

A telegram from Mexico announces that a severe shock of earthquake occurred there 
on the 7th inst., which was preceded by high winds and dust storms. Many houses in 
the city swayed violently, and cracks appeared in the walls. 

Damage, estimated at a million dollars, has been caused in San Francisco by a 
fire, which destroyed two blocks of buildings, including several foundries and factories, 
in the main street of that city. Two thousand hands have been thrown out of work. 

The floods in the Rhine Valley in Vorarlberg have assumed terrible proportions. The 
Villages of Maeder, Altach, Bauern, and Lustenau are completely under water. The 
railway lines have been in many places washed away, and communication has been thus 
rendered impracticable. Immense damage has been done to property, and many of the 
peasantry and small landowners are nearly ruined. 

The Commercial Department of the Board of Trade issued a return on the 7th inst. of 
the numbers, nationalities, and destinations of emigrants for the month of August, and 
the eight months ending August, 1888. During August there had been 40,562, as against 
41,675 last year. Of these 30,198 went to the United States. During the past eight 
months 297,856, as against 282,363 emigrants in the corresponding eight months of 1887, 
had left these shores. Of these 222,752 had gone to the United States. 

Smallpox is making frightful and most incredible ravages in the interior of Morocco. 
Some 20,000 people are said to have died from the epidemic. In a single town, Rabat, 
thousands are believed to have fallen victims. It is impossible, by the way, to tell what 
the population of these Moorish towns is, no census being ever taken, or being possible 
without provoking a dangerous outburst of fanaticism. The panic-stricken people are 
flying in all directions from the infected district, and some of the fugitives have reashed 
the coast, bringing, unfortunately, the contagion with them. 
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
